teen.’ The two fiscal years provided 
for therein are the two school years as 
follows: 
Birst->-from July 1919 to July 1920. 
Second—from 
July 1920 
to July 
1921w 
“All the funds appropriated by the 
State for the support of the public 
schools for the fiscal year from July 
1919 to July 1920 have been paid. The 
final payments for that fiscal 
year 
were made during the month of April 
1821. 
“For the fiscal year from July 1920 
to July 1921 several separate appro* 
priations were made for the support 
of the public schools. 
The two prin­ 
cipal appropriations were for teachers’ 
salaries under the Woodruff Act and 
the general appropriation base upon 
the number of teachers employed and 
the census of school children. 
Under 
the Woodruff Act approximately $6,- 
000,000 
was 
appropriated. 
This 
amount has been paid with the excep­ 
tion of about $90,000. 
The amount 
of the general appropriation wa* ap­ 
proximately 
$4,600,000. 
Of 
this 
amount about $300,000 has been paid. 
There is still due the districts of the 
State from this fund, and also from 
the 
amounts appropriated 
for high 
schools, vocational schools and 
the 
transportation of pupils approximate­ 
ly $5,000,000. 
“These funds were due in August 
last and should have been paid. 
The 
Department of Public Instruction has 
no official responsibility in the 
pay­ 
ment of these funds further than 
to 
make the apportionment and to issue 
the warrant* therefor. 
The collec­ 
tion of funds and the payment there­ 
of are under the direction and control 
of the fiscal officers of the State. 
“The final dates on which payments 
from the general appropriation were 
completed in previous years were as 
follows: 
For the year 1917-18— April 
19, 
1919. 
For the year 
1918-19—March 4, 
1920. 
For the year 1919-20—April 7, 1921. 
"There has been no greater delay 
in the payment of school funds for the 
past year than there has be^n in pre­ 
vious years. 
However, the failure to 
pay these sums when due is a serious 
interference with good school admin­ 
istration.” 


But to return to my story, shortly 
after an early breakfast, I set out 
again on foot, accompanied by 
my 
wife, for the city of New York, which 
from it* crowded population and ex­ 
tensive mercantile 
enterprise, I 
ex­ 
pected would afford me a more secure 
hiding place from pursuits and be a 
more 
profitable 
theatre 
for 
my 
schemes 
and plots. 
After walking 
about five miles through fields and 
cowpaths 
in the woods, 
I consulted 
with Malinda and we both concluded 
upon returning to the great road with 
the expectation of meeting with some 
Yankee wagon with which every part 
of the country at that time abounded, 
and to procure from its owner a con­ 
veyance 
for my wife, who was 
not 
able to travel ffr on foot, or to under­ 
go the fatigues of such a journey, in 
the 
distressing state 
in which our 
feet were, on account of blisters. Be­ 
sides I discovered that in coming from 
Troy to Albany, we had 
travelled 
three times the real distance, owing 
to our pursuing a winding and circui­ 
tous route to avoid pursuit and appre­ 
hension; luckily we had not gone more 
than a mile before we overtook a car 
loaded 
with 
New England 
wares, 
wending its way straight for New 
York, finding the owner to be a plea­ 
sant man and very accommodating, I 
soon struck a bargain with him, and 
provided Malinda with as comfortable 
a seat as the vehicle afforded, I join­ 
ed ray new companion on foot, and en­ 
deavored to beguile the tedious time in 
familiar conversation; and customary 
inquiries about various uninteresting 
m atters. 
I found “brother Jonathan” 
shrewd, intelligent and full of anec­ 
dotes. 
During my short residence in 
Vermont, I had acquired a number of 
expressions peculiar to the Yankees, 
and affecting as much as possible the 
New England dialect, succeeded with­ 
out much difficulty in making him be­ 
lieve I was a native of Vermont and 
was bom 
at the foot of the 
Green 
Mountain. 
I endeavored to sift him 
as much as possible; and as he 
was 
full of schemes and notions, as are 
most of his countrymen, tried to ob­ 
tain from him all the information he 
possessed; after gaining his confi­ 
dence, I was 
very near exchanging 
with 
him 
some of my 
Burlington 
notes, when all at once, he suddenly 
declined the bargain; but what occas­ 
ioned this unexpected change of mind, 
whether he began to entertain suspi­ 
cion of me, or had some other reason 
I could not learn. During our convet- 
sation I recollected he dissuaded me 
from going into any part of the New 
England state*, alleging that the Yan­ 
kees had sharpers enough of their 
own, and but few instances occurred 
of a Scotchman, a Jew or any person 
south of Connecticut, who ever made 
out to thrive, or do well, by removing 
to any part of that country. 
He then 
advised me strongly to remove into 
Pennsylvania, where a great portion 
of the 
population were credulous, 
ignorant, unsuspicious and easy to be 
imposed upon. 
He laughed immoder­ 
ately when he told me that his travel­ 
ing brethren made out better in A nt 
state than any other in the Union, and 
diverted me exceedingly, by repeating 
the many tricks and various modes of 
cunning practiced by them upon the 
unwary, adding^ that among 
them­ 
selves they called it lifting Germany, 
w-hen their plans succeeded and their 
tricks escaped detection.

Jan. 20—The Prayers 
of an aged mother for her errant sol- J 
dier son fell on sympathetic ears at 
the White House yesterday and Mrs. 
Margaret 
Anderson, 
63 years old, 
who made 
her way 
largely 
afoot 
from Sioux Falls, S. D., to Washing­ 
ton, left the White House strong with 
hopes that her son would soon Le re­ 
stored to her. 
After seeing the President yester­ 
day Mrs. Anderson declared that now 
she was sure help would speedily come 
for her son Joseph, who is serving a 
two-year sentence at Leavenworth on 
a charge of desertion from the army. 
The boy, a private was 
wounded 
and gassed at the Argonne. 
After 
his return from abroad he received a 
furlough, but failed to return to his j 
regiment. 
Instead he enlisted in 
a 
j coast artillery unit under 
a differ- 
j ent name, which constitutes desertion 
I under military law. 
Mrs. Anderson, as she was 
being’ 
taken by a White House messenger j 
at the order of the President to 
con- i 
suit pardon attorneys at the Depart­ 
ment of Justice, declared 
that 
her 
visit had not been in vain; that 
she 
had not tramped many weary 
miles 
through 
snowy roads 
for nothing, 
and that “everything is all right and 
| I am happy now.” 
After conferring with Pardon 
At- 
I torney James A. Finch and 
Warren 
I F. Martin, secretary to the Attorney 
I General, and 
discussing 
her son’s 
J case with them it was announced that 


J Mrs. Anderson was writing last night 
j to Fort Leavenworth for additional j 
data concerning her son which would i 
be the first step in the process of ob­ 
taining his freedom.
